Many  restrikes  produced  at  the  Philadelphia

as  closely  as  possible  were  prepared.  I  he  IH.il 
restrike  siker  dollar  is  a  stood  case  in  point.  In 
other  instances  an  original  ohs  erse  die  was  ci>m- 
hined  with  a  reterse  die  of  another  tear.  As 
the  dideremes  in  reserse  dies  of  the  same  de¬ 
sign  are  usually  sntall.  many  of  these  mis- 
matcl'.ed  die  combinations  were  not  discos'ered 
until  within  recent  years  when  the  slutly  ol 
minute  die  dilTercnces  became  important.

"Mv  itisiructiims  retfuire  weekly  reports  of  its  operatiitn  from  the  hranch  mint  at 
V#»ir  (Irteans;  ami  monthly  r**turtts  of  parcels  of  coinage  frttm  each  th^livery  t»f  ciuti  from 
the  Cfuner  f«»  the  treasurer.  These  repttrts  atui  cttins  fitr  the  tmtnfh  of  January  have  heen 
received ;  hut  the  weekly  returns  sittce  the  close  <»/  the  month  have  heen  timittetl  to  he 
sent  to  me.  It  thus  appears  that  the  institutitm  in  ifuestiiot  is  mtt  atmlucting  its  o/;rrfi- 
titnts  in  a  lawful  manner;  and  altiuutgh  it  is  still  a  hranch  mint  ttf  the  I  itited  States,  ftw 
no  actiiftt  of  the  state  of  J.ttttisiana  can  legally  alter  its  relatitm  to  the  gtuteral  gtoi'm- 
rnent.  yet  the  ctdirage  from  the  chtse  of  the  month  of  January  will  mtt  he  suhject  Itf  the 
test  required  hy  lair,  it  has  practically  ceaseil  to  he  a  hranch  of  the  Mint.  1  he  coinage  of 
that  hranch  is  designatetl  hv  the  letter  "(}"  on  the  reverse  side  of  each  pie-e.  I  he  coins 
struck  in  January  are  legal  coins  of  the  Tnited  States;  hut  as  these  pieces  cannot  he 
distinguislnnl  from  others  struck  since  that  time  having  the  dale  llthl ;  the  wh4de  coinage 
of  the  year  ought  to  he  discredited  hy  the  government.  The  announa^ment  shouhl  he 
maile.  either  hy  the  proclamation  of  the  President  <»r  hy  ('ongress.  if  the  former  should 
not  he  deemetl  proper,  that  the  coin  at  the  hranch  mint  of  Sew  Orleans  of  the  year  llihl 
ore  mit  the  coinage  of  the  I’nited  States  ami  are  therefore  mtt  a  legal  tmider  in  the  pay^ 
ment  of  deht;  said  coins  are  designated  hy  the  letter  "O"  on  tim  reverse  of  each  piece. 

I  may  state  here  that  the  coins  stamped  at  San  f'rancisco  are  designated  hy  the  letter 
"S" ;  those  of  Oahlonega.  (Georgia  hy  the  letter  "O"  and  those  of  (.harhitte.  Sorth 
i.artdina  hy  the  letter  "I.."  The  coinage  of  the  Mint  at  Phihnielphia  is  distinguished  hv 
the  ahsenre  of  any  letter  as  a  mint  mark. 

"The  coinage  ilies  are  prepared  at  the  Mint  in  Philadel phia  for  the  hrnnches.  / 
furnished  at  the  close  of  last  year  the  Orleans  hranch  the  fidlowing  numher  of 

working  dies  for  1801:  Otnthle  Tagles.  three  tdiverse  and  three  reverse;  Tagles.  two 
/diverse;  Half  eagles,  two  tdiverse ;  Three  Ihdiars.  two  reverses  (the  ilate  is  on  the  reverse 
of  these  pieces);  Ouarter  k'agle.  four  tdiverses;  (odtl  Hollar,  two  reverses  (same  as  S’f.OO 
gidd  pieces);  Silver  Dtdiar.  two  idiverses ;  Half  fhdiar.  twelve  obverses ;  Ouarter  Htdlar. 
four  tdtverses;  Hirne.  two  obverses  and  two  reverses;  Half  lUrne.  two  tthverses  and  two 
reverses.  In  reference  to  these  dies  I  suggest  it  desirable  that  the  agent  of  the  Department 
should  he  required  to  call  at  the  branch  ami  ask  to  have  the  dies  ilelivenul  to  him  for  the 
purpose  of  returning  them  to  the  Philailelphia  Mint.  The  person  in  charge  of  that  institu- 
titm  may  perhaps  he  willing  to  ctmiply  with  this  request.  (  iuthor's  note — This  iilea  ap^ 
pears  to  he  the  height  of  wishful  thinking  hy  Director  .Smut  den.)  If  .so.  it  will  relieve 
us  fr/im  the  embarrassment  of  having  coins  issueil  purported  to  he  the  coin  of  the 
Lnited  States  hut  which  are  not  subjected  t/i  the  trials  and  assays  nufuired  hv  law. 

“/  may  add.  as  appropriate  to  this  communication,  that  the  huililing  of  the  hranch 
mint  at  Sen  Drieans  cost  the  I  niteil  States  the  sum  of  I I  I.  th.  The  amount  of 
bullion  tm  hand  at  the  mint  at  the  present  time  is  $.'ilP).2(}7.  Ih."  (  iuthor's  note — This 
is  the  fund  ctmfiscated  hy  l.ouisiana.)

To  the  left  nf  the  figure  will  fte  ititserved  sugar  growing,  a  hale 
of  citttitn  and  a  sugar  hogshead,  i  hale  itf  toftacco  is  tit  the  right  together  with  cotton 
and  tohacco  in  its  various  stages  itf  growth.  On  the  reverse  side  is  an  endless  chain 
com  posed  itf  fifteen  links.  .South  Carolina,  having  taken  the  lead,  occupies  the  top  link. 

7  he  other  links  to  the  right  and  left  represent  the  other  states  in  order  nf  their  .secession. 

7  he  remaining  fdank  links  are  an  invitation  to  the  hnrder  states  to  hasten  tn  inscrihe 
their  names  within  the  circle.  The  stars  nf  the  Confederate  .States  are  distinct;  those  of 
the  border  states  are  in  the  tnilight.  but  visible  ,  .  .  soon  we  hopi-  to  stand  out  as 
fpright  as  their  neighbors.  In  the  center  is  inscrilo’d  the  motiogram  composed  of  the 
letters  (...S.  i.  meaning  the  Confederate  States  nf  .  I«ierie«.

T  rom  its  terms 
you  will  perceive  that  an  offer  is  made  to  you  tn  permit  the  use  and  nccupatinn  nf  ynur 
present  dwelling,  in  cimsideratinn  that  yim  will  undertake  the  charge  and  safekeeping 
of  the  whole  estaltlishment.  lie  pleased  to  inform  me  whether  you  will  accept  this  offer. 

"The  salaries  and  all  e.ypenses  are  to  cease  with  month.  This  will  enalile  you  to 
complete  the  coinage  itf  which  you  wrote  in  a  former  letter.  )  on  wilt  please  notify  all 
yintr  subordinate  officers  and  workmen  that  their  services  ivHI  not  be  required  after 
the  first  of  June;  and,  in  the  meantime,  you  will  make  tn  rangements  fitr  se  lling  all 
perishable  articlirs  and  for  placing  all  the  machinery,  utensils  and  property  in  such 
condition  that  they  nill  suffer  no  injury  for  the  period  during  which  it  is  probable 
the  establishment  nill  be  closed  .  .  .**
